A ROYAL MURDER 


Recalled by Death of Princess 


Ferdinand. 


TEAGIO DEATH OF STAMBULOPF. 


It IK Said the XVitlow of tlie Bulgarian 


Statesman Once Told 
Her Children 


Time tlio Him,Is of Their Fatliur Wuultl 
Draii 
Mario Louise of 
Pittina From 


Uu|ii)iuo». 
Vienna, Feb. 1.—Princess Ferdinand 


of Bulgaria, eldest daughter of Duke 
Robert of Parma, is dead. 


The deceased princess had been suf- 


fering for a fortnight from influenza 
and continuous 
high 
fever, which 


caused premature confinement and ex- 
treme debility. 


Prince and Princess Ferdinand of 


Bulgaria have four 
children, Boris, 


born in 1894; Cyril, born in 1896; a 
daughter born in 1898 and the daughter 
born Monday evening. 


The dead princess was born on Jan. 


17, 1S70, and was married on April 20, 
1893, 
to Prince Ferdinand, the reigning 


prince of Bulgaria. 


The enmity that existed between her 


and tbe late Stefan Stambuloff, the 
Bulgarian statesman, is .new recalled. 
M. Stambuloff's friends always attrib- 
uted the murderous attack made upon 
him in July, 1895, to the princess. 


His widow, who still keeps her hus- 


band's hands in spirits to show her 
children and to prevent them forget- 
ting how their father died, one said: 
"Those bands are outstretched to grasp 
Marie Louise of Parma to drag her 
away from happiness." 


M. Stambuloff, whose death by vio- 


lence his widow has always attributed 
to the instigation of the late Princess 
Marie Louise of Bulgaria, was return- 
ing home from 
the 
Union club in 


Sofia on the evening of July 15, 1895, 
accompanied by a friend, M. Petkoff, 
whan the two men were attacked by 
four persons, armed with revolvers 
and knives. 


The assailants compelled M. Stam- 


buloff's coachman to stop the horses. 
Stambuloff jumped out and received 
immediately a cut which almost sever- 
ed his hand from the wrist. 


He tried to escape, but was followed 


and stabbed in the head, receiving also 
a revolver shot. 


When he fell, his assailants contin- 


ued to stab him, almost cutting off the 
other hand. M. Petkoff, who tried to 
assist the fallen man, was also severely 
stabbed. M. Stambuloff's left eye was 
gouged out, the other was almost de- 
stroyed and he received in all 15 ter- 
rible wounds.

Just at the present time yours 


truly thinks he is about as good a 
"sojer" as Uncle Sam has got. 
My 


health is very good. Have not been 
sick since I left home. Haven't much 
to do, still Uncle Sam feeds us so 
well there is no danger of us getting 
corpulent. 


We have hard tacfe which is hard, 
We have coffee which is hot, 
We have beans which are rot, 
We have rice which is raw, 
We have beef which sticks to our craw, 
We have slnm-gulHon which is alum, 
And with our menu, I've only begun. 
Tired? Yes. 
We arrived here on 


the 12th of December. 
Up to 
the 


present we have only about twenty- 
eight patients in our hospital, so you 
see the island is not nearly so un- 
healthy as some papers try to make 
out. True, there are several scores 
of small-pox aud yellow fever cases on 
the island and the grave-yard just 
below us gets from one to four a day. 
But I^think the disease and deaths 
are principally flue to personal filthi- 
ness and nob to any climatic agencies. 
Speaking of^funerals, they have some 
queer ones here. The poorer classes 
simply hire a coffin, carry the corpse 
on their shoulders to the grave, turn 
the coffin upside down, and in drops 
the corpse. It is a fact, strange as it 
may seem. But the strangest part 
is, the mourners all walk and the 
carriages bring up the rear empty. It 
is a fact, or I'm a goat. 
The people 


here all speak Spanish, not. one in 
eighty being able to speak English. 
Nice, ain't it? 
We hold such lovely 


conversations. 
This is, I think, the 


first place I ever got a good, sound 
"cussing" and did not resent it. Be- 
cause I couldn't prove it, don't you 
see? This place has about 12,000 
people and they have but the one 
grave-yard. 


There is quite a mountain range 


about three miles back of us, at the 
foot of which is a mall river, where 
we get our water. There are no wells. 


Well, tomorrow is pay-day and the 


bnys will be happy. 


The natives are very polite and 


very hospitable, either because of 
their nature or compulsion. We were 
the first troops tc land in Havana 
harbor and the first white troops the 
people of Pinar del Jlio ever saw. 
I 


shall never forget our first night 
here. 
I will say, however, we were 


taken in charge by the natives and 
treated to something that tasted like 
salt water and later had cigars. 
We 


fell in with a first lieutenant and 
captain of the Cuban army. They 
"sized" us up. John Adamson, of 
Columbus, was with me. All we could 
understand them to say was, "Amer- 
icano" and "Cubano." Later we 
met a Cuban lieutenant and a woman 
captain. 
The woman is in charge of 


the hospital militias at present. She 
was a Jamacian by birth and could 
speak English. We were talking to 
her in a cafe when an officer of ours 
tapped me on the shoulder and told 
me to "get," and I "got." The fact 
of the matter was, I had no permit 
to leave the cars and had gone out to 
see the town. 


How is the 
peace commission 


coming along? Has peace been rati- 
fied by congress? There was an order 
from General Miles read at retreat 
the other evening, to the effect that 
all soldiers enlisting in the regular 
army, from the commencement of 
hostilities to the 26th of October, can 
get their discharge.
